BLOOD BANK WORKS 
WITH SPEED AND 
EFFICIENCY 


Few people know the efficiency 
with which the blood bank works. 

Last week blood was needed in 
Poplarville for a Hancock County 
resident who was hospitalized 
there. This was an emergency 
need. 

A cal was put in to George 
Heitzmann, chairman of the Han- 


‘cock County Blood Bank. He re 


layed the request to Foundation 
Hospital in New Orleans where 
the local blood is stored. The Lou- 
jsiana Highway Patrol sped 
through New Orleans from Foun- 
dation Hospital with four pints 
of bluod. They were met at the 
State Line by State Highway Pa- 
trolman Bill Kenney and Judge 
Nelius Rhodes. In one and one 
half hours from the time of the 
request to Foundation Hospital 


‘the blood was delivered to wajting 


physicians at the Poplarville’ hos- 
pital, and the patient given the 
needed amount that probably 
meant life. 

Another case was with the local 
King's Daughters : Hospital. Last 
week blood was needed urgently 
for a patic£t. Mrs. Santa Cruz, 
director of the hospital, contacted 
Blood Bank workers, who relay- 
ed the need to New Orleans. In 
47 minutes from the.time Mrs. 
Santa Cruz telephoned to request 
the desired blood, it was delivered 
to the hospital here. 

These are just two examples of 
the work done by the local blood 
bank. These are ?ust two times 
when blood meant i:fe for one 
of our own citizen: and thanks 
to the generosity of local donors 
blood was available. 

There will be another blood 
drawing April 20. The quota of 
Hancock County since the inau- 
guration of the bank has been 
filled 100 per cent. There have 
been many times when this blood 
was needed. And it was there. 

Heitzmann urges that everyone 
in the county who is physically 
able contribute their blood to this 
worthy project.

OIL DRILLING RIG 
WILL GO TQ SEA MA 


A seagoing oil-drilling rig more’ 


‘than half the size- of a football 
field that will ride up and down 
on stilts 12 stories high is now 
under construction at the LeTour- 
neap plant at Vicksburg. Upon 
launching, the 8,000,000 pound 
steel platform will be floated more 
than 400 miles down the Missis- 
sippi to the Gulf and towed to 
a drilling site, .
